EXPORT ON NOVEMBER 1. 


FEELING OF UNEASINESS 


(By A.W, Still, in “Straits Times”) 


’ We have had the spot price of 
rubber a ‘fra¢tion below ninépence 
on one day during the last week 
‘in August, and it must be confessed 
that the ‘genéral feeling is not one 
‘of confidence’ in spite of continued 
reports of high consumption. This 
is ‘largely due to, the fecling of 
uneasiness produced by reports of 
the big quantities: which ‘may be 
expected to arrive from the East a8 
soon aé restriction comes to-an end. 
A report, from Singapore states that 
the quantity of rubber available for 
export on November ‘1 Is reliably 
estimated at 65,000 tons, and the 


. | total for November and December 


at’ 125,000 tons. The average 
monthly exports from‘ Malaya dur- 
ing the first “half ‘of the year 
(exclusive of imports re-exported) 
was under 16,000 tons! If in, two 
months 126, 000 itons was exported, 
would represent ‘about 80,000 
tons more than-: Is required, and 
atocks serine ee take a 
sudden, and, I’ fear, didastrous move 
upwards.

1928 the importation of artificial 
silk yarn, thread and atraw into

and 1926, while-re-exports in tho 
same periods were 206,818 tb., 171,- 
259 pounds and 347,408 tb respec- 
tively. ’ 

‘The monthly returns; ’ “hawevan 
show recently a slump in imports 
which may not bea temporary 
phenoménon, but a feather that 
shows thé way the wind has at 
last sat. : 

That remains to be seen. “tt ‘pro- 
bably depends ‘very much upon the 
demand, and that, again, : largely 
depends upon what Fashion: may 
decree... Our exports of British 
artificial silk yarn, thread and straw 
were rather better - at 6,046,908 Ib. 
by over 1 million pounds ‘in: the 
first eight months of 1928 than 
during the corresponding period of 
1927, and 2 million pounds better 
than during the corresponding 
period of 1926. : 

This is ‘very aratifying, and, a 
dofinite indication that we are. fully 
capable of more than holding our 
own abroad, where foreign com- 
petition is the keenest, 

In India, for example, in 1927-28, 
out of a total 
country of 7.5 million pounds of 
artificial silk, Great Britain sup- 
Plied 2.8 millfon pounds, or 30.6 
per cent, while in’ 1926-1927, out 
of a total of 5.8 niillion pounds; 
Great Britain supplied only 0.7 
million, pounds, or just over 12 per 
cent. 

Oui keenest competitor in. the 
Indian market is Italy, which sup- 
plied approximately only the. same 
aggregate value of yarn in 1927-28 
‘as in 1926-27, ‘but almost 60 per 
cent. of the total quantity imported 
in the former period. The Nether- 
lands supplied. about 7 per cent. of 
the total . quantity imported into 
India in 1927-28, and Dutch yarn 
is much closer +o English yarn in 
quality than are the lower-grade 
Italian yarns, 


' Trade in Mixture Fabrics 


When we come to the important 
trade in mixture fabrics, we find 
that progrésa in British trade has 
been remarkably satisfactory, In 
cotton and artificial silk mixtures 
the total exports from Great Bri- 
tain in July, 1928, were 7.4 million 
square yards,.as compared with 6.3 
millions’ in. June, 1928, .and 5.55 
millions in July, 1927. ; 

While '.the July : figure leaves 
much to be desired when compared 
with the monthly average’ for the 
last ‘seven ‘months, there ig,a ‘de- 
finite'and substantial gain during 
the seven'months of 1928 of 9% 
‘million square yards on the exports 
of cotton,and artificial silk piece 
goods from Great Britain in the 
first seven months .of 1927. . While 
shipments to British India’ and 
China have shown a downward 
tendency, this has heen more than 
compensated for by ‘increased ship-

NATIONAL CHRISTIAN COUNCIL 
CONFERENCE 


. MESSAGE FROM JAPAN 
The second day of the annual 
mecting of the National Christian 
Council at Shanghal was spent 
~ Jargely in gtoup meéctings in the 
study and discussion of four com- 
. missions based on the findings of 
the International Missionary 
Council at Jerusalem. '. The com- 
missions were divided into; | (1) 
The Christian Message and the 
* Church’s Central Emphasis. (2) 
The Church and the Nation. (3) 
"Leadership needed by the Church 
to Meet the, Present,. Opportun- 
‘ities.’ (4) Christian Co-operation 
and Unity. Reports-on the find- 
ings of these discussions will be 
printed later. 
‘Outstanding impressions of ‘the 
Jerusalem Conference were ein 
> by Dr. C.. Y. Cheng, Dr. D. W. 
Lyon, Dr. Luella Miner, Rev. 
Donald Fay. Dr. Cheng spoke of 
the great difference between the 
Conference of Jerusalem und the 
conference of the International 
Missionary Council ‘held in Edin- 
burgh in © 1910 which had been 
essentially a conference of the 
older churches. The Jerusalem 
Conference. was a conference of 
the newer churches as well as of 
the older churches, and from it 
the Chinese Christians received o 
new sense of world relationship. 
. Dr. Lyon pointed out that the 
report on “The Message” of the 
Church was in reality a report on 
the mission of the Church. Dr. 
Miner brought up the question of 
the relation of religion to educa- 
tion. The Conference had felt 
‘that religion was a vital part of 
education, and: the Christian 
' Church was therefore responsible 
for. kecping «the two together. 
Mr. Fay spoke of the responsibi- 
lity of the Christian Movement to 
rural problems, industrial pro- 
blems, and to | racial pro- 
blems, each with its underlying 
question .of — human equality. 
“Jertisalem as a Spiritual Experi- 
ence” ‘was the ‘subject of the 
- morning meditation ted by Rev. 
E. C. Lobenstine. 


From Japan 


Rov. FE. Ebizawa, Secretary of 
the National Christian Council of 
Japan, brourht ereetings from 
the Japanese Christians. ° The 
‘Japanese’ Christians, he said, con- 
gratulate China on the success of 
the Revolution and appreciate the 
the hardships she has had to bear 
as a nation. They’ regret that 
their own government docs not 


always represent ‘the Christians |- . 
in Japan. ‘and that Christian pow-{° 


er is not yet strong enough to 


influence political leaders and take |’ 


‘the, lead in forming public opin- 
ion. The Japanese Christians 
‘urged upon China that Christian- 
ity be given a place in her educa+ 
tional policy now that new policies 
are being formed and there is op- 
portunity. 

. After half a century Japan is 
beginning to realise the mistake 
of not having included religion in 
‘her national programme of educa- 
tion, China and Japan, he con- 
cluded. have the joint responsibi- 
lity of showing the Orient that 
Christianity is greater than na- 
tions and rates, Japan. has owed 
much to China in the past’ and 
looks to her for spiritual leader- 
ship in the future.

JAPAN'S .' TRADE 


FAVOURABLE LE BALANCE IN 
FOREIGN MARKETS © 


CHINA: CONDITIONS ‘°. 


‘The following enb enable dealing with 
commercial conditions: in Japan 
during the September quarter ts 
published through the courtesy of 
the Consul-General «for Japan, 
Hong Kong:—. 

‘During the September quarter, 
Japan's forelyn trade resulted in 
the Hmited ‘favourable balance by 
Yen 16,000,000, due, to the increased 
import of raw cotton and American 
timber, accompanied by decreased 
export of raw silk and. silk cotton 
piece goods,’ recording Yen 
170,000,000 for the total exports, 
while since January of the current 
year, it showed a decrease to a cer- 
tain extent In ‘doth exports and, 
imports, registering a decrease by 
some Yen 20,000,000 23 an import 
excess, as compared with the cor- 
responding pastes of the preceding 
year. 

Be that as it may, optimiatic 
views for the forelgn trade of this 
country are, generally , entertained; 
first, in the dight of the possible 
increase in the. silk export to 
America, attendant with the rosy 
preapect of financial conditions in 
that country; secondly, the prob- 
able purchasing .power' of the 
Japanese products in China as well 
as in the South Sea Islands, where 
stocks of Japanese goods became 
acaree, owing to the anti-Japanese 
boycott ‘movement; and thirdly, the 
nice crop of agricultural products 
and upward turn of the price of 
silver. in China. 

Japan's trade in China aust 
Septomber, showed Yen 29,000,000 
as'an export excess ‘with a total 
export value of Yen 43,000,000, 
Since the Authorities of the Minis- 


try of Agriculture and Forestry

EX-MAHARAJAH 


JUDGE'S REBUKE AND 
ADVICE 

oily cane Bombay High 
Court dismissed with costs the ap- 
peal by Sir Tukoji Rao Holkar, ‘the 
ex-Maharajah of Indore, . against 
Mr. Justice Davar'’s refusal to 
cancel the leave granted to the 
Hindu woman, Sowbakai Rajurkar, 
to file a civil suit against’ the ex- 
Maharajah. 

The woman is claiming £18,800 
from the-ex--Makarajuh for alleged 
wrongful imprjsonment and cone 
version of her property, ° She 
asserts that in 1915 she and her 
daughter were decoyed to Indore 
and there shut up ina fort for ten 
years and cruelly treated because 
the daughter refused to become the 
ex-Muharajah’s 3 mistress. 

"Very Serious Charges” 


Mr, Justice Fawcett, giving judg- 
ment, said that the ex-Maharajah 
appeared through counsel, though 
under protest. The charges were 
very serious and had received con- 
siderable publicity. ; 

In. the circumstances he would 
have thought that Sir Tukoji would 
welcome the opportunity: of  ap- 
pearing and repudiating the 
charges, _ He-miyht possibly adopt 
a more manly procedure by sub-
